These are figures procured by Ur. Borden 
independently of Mr. Schoenhef, “ which." 
eajs the Journal of Commerce, ‘‘we be- 
lieve to be Bcrnpailously correct for Fall 
Itiy*r." And it adds ; “ This less wage- 
cost in an Americas mill can be attributed 
tobothiug (Ise than better fc .1 and more 
eBcicnt operaUvee." One of the results of 
this better-fed labor is that one-third more 
frame-epmdlcs are tended by girls in an 
American mill than m an English mill. 
Which, says the Journal, “is more than 
enough to balance the extra earnings.” 

Othrr CTidCDoe to show that no duty 
Is needed on cotton cloths is suppliod, 
••y* the Kew York Post, by our cx[iorts 
and imporis of such goods, the former 
reaching aM.flU2.0OT yards in the year 
18S7 and the latter being only 27,950.- ! 
100 yardv. Toesa figures embrace both 
plain and colored cloths, and show that ' 
oar exports are more than seven times our I 
imports of both grades, lii uncolored cloths 
our exports are about forty-five times 
greater than our imi>orta. It is worth men- 
tion that we exported in that year 5.Sfl«,<ie2 ^ 
yards of pl.-jn coths to England and 1.538, ' 
137 to Hui'.Und and about 2 5JU.090 yards of 
Cotored cioUis to those imuntries, and a i 
much greater quantity to the British colo- . 
nies. All these facta tally remarkably with 
Mr. Blaine's celebrated report on the ^ton- ' 
gxx>ds trade of the world, which we pub- ; 
Usbed In the rec-::nt cami>aign. In that re- ' 
port Ur. Blame siio-ved I'uat wages m cotton | 
manufacturing were no higher iu this ooun- I 
try than in England, and that there was no 
reason why we should not compete with her 
on equal terms iu any market in the world. 

Tho duty on cotton cloths ranges from 40 
to 73 per ccat. ad valorem. The question ^ 
arises why such a doty, or any duty, should 
bemainlame<l. Ur. Vance's motion to re- 
duce tho duty was rejacted by the Repub- 
lican ISonalors without any reason whatever 
being given. Tbe only reason conceivable 
for kwping tbe duty is that, although it it 
not needed, a reduction would be setting a 
bad example. There is no cotton-go^s 
trust as yet; therefore it is fair to presume 
that the competition among the producers 
keeps the prices to American consumers as 
low as they would be if there were no duty. 
It it not probable that any such trust will 
bo formed; therefore we can not accuse 
tbe Beuators of maintamingan unnecessary \ 
duty in order to give tuture opportunity to ^ 
form one. The only allcroatirc reason is ^ 
that a reduction on one thing might lead to I 
a reduction on others. Obsta pnncipiis is 
tho safe rule of your high-tariff man. | 
Yon may roiUe tho tariff as much as you i 
please. Revising does not necessarily imply j 
reducing; it most commonly means increas- | 
iog the taxes. It certainly meant that in | 
tbe present caiie, sinoe ether parts of the j 
ootion schedule in tha Senate bill increase ' 
tbe dnlies to an aggregate amount of 
(500.002. to be added to the present surplus, 
nulcss tbe manufacturers of hosiery, plush 
and other fine goods intercept that sum and 
add it to their owa profits, os it is of course 
intended that they shall do. !

American I-aglalalsis as the Teols of Or* 

Monopotjr. 

The history of human legislation 
does not offer a parallei to tho hypoc- 
risy and rapacity of the United SUtes 
Senate ae revealed in the proceodinga 
of ita night session on tbe 2lst of Janti- 
ary, 18S9. 

In committee of tho whole these 
shameless champions of tho tariff com- 
blnca have for weeks debated House 
bill 9.051, •'to reduce taxation and 
simplify the laws in relation to tho 
collection of the revenue.” Whnt was 
this •‘bill to reduce taxation,'* as 
placed before the chamber by Al- 
lison, Morrill, Sherman, Jones, of 
Nevada. Aldrich and Hiscoclc, all Re- 
publican hypocrites, sided by two or 
three doughface Democrats? It 
was a measure to increase the taxes 
in all but four of the fourteen sched- 
ules, and to grant a bounty-tax in 
place of the double duty in one of tbe 
remaining four schedules. 

Advancing to their work, tho Sen- 
ators deferred action on the woolen 
schedule until the night before the 
vote. The Presidential canvass gave 
America a good idea of tho wool rob- 
bery. The recipients of the duty 
quarreled among themselves, the mill- 
owners at last abandoning the flork- 
masters. In the circumstances, the 
less debate on wool the bettor. 
This great subjecL then, comes up for 
an evening session — the only one in 
the whole moot. Mr. Vest offered the 
amendment of tbe National Associa- 
tion of Wool Manufiteturers, asking a 
reduction in tho wool schedule of the 
bill to 10 cents from IL To this Mr. 
Allison retorted with a suggestion 
making the tax 12 rather than 11 
cents. The present infamous war 
rate is 10 cents, being 43 per cent of 
value. It is needless to say Mr. Al- 
lison's idea was seized with favor, and 
the entire schedule was loaded with 
taxes 20 per cenL higher than tho 
present rates. 

Ready-made clothing was fixed at 
the figure at 45 cents a pound and 45 
per cent, ad valorem, and all tho other 
wool robberies are to be in proportion. 
The reader may wish a comparison. 
Let liim understand, therefore, that 
when Salmon P. Chose and Lot Morrill 
in time of war surpassed, as they 
feared, the bonds of a free people’s gen- 
erosity, Chase and Morrill made these 
taxes on .a dollar's worth of goods 48 
cents. After the war, when the god 
of protection was further exalted — 
when the National debt was three 
billions — the rate on the dollar was 
made 85 cents. Now, twenty-four 
years after Lee’s surrender, the rate is 
made 90 centa In contrast with the 
vicious tax of 1883, which is 64 per 
cent, the new ex.Tction is 90 per cent 

This bill “to reduce taxation" now 
comes before a Democratic House. 
Whether or not that House accept a 
“conference” the Herald cares little, 
for it knows that if the President get 
the form of this bill against the sky 
he will unload his honest blunderbuss 
in such a way os to further carry on 
tbe war of education which is to en- 
franchise tbe people. — Chicago Herald.

In the decision of Jud^e Barrett we 
have a warning which ail of the tariff- ' 
pampered trusts must heed- The ar- , 
tides for the formation cf tbe sugaf j 
trust were drawn by an eminent law- | 
ycr, and, while all the great trusts do ; 
not conform strictly to these srticles, 
it is still true that if, on an appeal to 
tho court of last rcsorL the decision is 
against them, au effective check will 
be imposed upon the usurpations of 
the trusts, and tboir power for wide- 
spread evil will bo destroyed. 

The reason for the greater cflicacy 
of tbe courts in such matters is found 
In the fact that most of these evils 
arise from special or class legislation. 
Among the railroads we find extra- 
ordinary charters and privileges in- 
consistent with public welfare and 
contrary to our constitutiona Ibo 
worst evils arise from over legislation, 
and from the fact that tbe representa- 
tives of corporations know what they 
want and how to get iL 
If the public mind could be so en- 
lightened as to insist on confining leg- 
islation to general laws, and to public 
purposes, the dlIBculties which so 
often embarrass us would not arise. 
One Legislature is kept busy rectify- 
ing tbe errors of its predecessors. 
Unfortunately, instead of repealing 
bad laws, the members set about to 
amend them, thus strengthening the 
hold capital and corporations ac- 
quire on commerce and in politic >. 

In dealing with railroads and O'Jier 
corporations; in rectifying the abuses 
of the tariff ; in correcting the abuses 
of our criminal laws, it will be found 
best, in the main, to repeal the stat- 
utes which have given rise to so many 
abuses, rather than to attempt to rec- 
tify the abuses by new lawa 
The following trusts are especially 
ooncerned in the decision of Judge 
Barrett:

The La* Gives to tbs Two Pet Assertioas 
of Blgh-Tarlff Shooters. 

During tbe last campaign, in imi- 
tation of the statement in Mr. Harri- 
son's letter of acceptance, it was urged 
from every stump that the tariff was 
not a tax, to be paid by the consumer, 
but an imposL paid by tbe foreigner. 
Mr. Harrison stated in his letter of 
Bcoeptanoe that those who argued that 
the tariff was a tax were by that act 
attacking the very principle of protec- 
tion. It was further argued that the 
effect of the tariff caused a reduction 
in the price of all articles subject to 
its provisions. In this connection the 
following extract from the Senate sub- 
stitute for the House Tariff bill will 
be found suggestive: 

“ See. ma All lumber, timber, hemp, mssi- 
Is, wire rope, ssd Iron sod steel rods, Ijsrs, 
spikes, DsUs, plates, angles, bora and bolts, 
sod copper and compos tlon metal wbloh may 
bs aeeestary for tbe eoostrncUoa and sqnip- 
ment of vessels in the United Sutes for for- 
eign account and ownership, or for the pur- 
rose of being employed In the foreign trade, 
teeloding tbe trade between the AUsatIc and 
Paciflo porta of the United States, after the 
passage of this sot, may be Imported la boad 
nnder such regaUtlons as the Secretary oC the 
Tressnry may prcserlbe; sad upon proof that 
such maiensls have been used tor such pur- 
pose, DO dnties Shull be paid thereon. But ves- 
sels reodvtng the benefit of this section shnll 
sot be silowed to engage ta the eoastwiee 
trade of the United Stntee more thee two 
months In any one year, except npon the pay- 
ment to tbe United States of tbe dnties on 
which a rebate is herein allowed: Provided, 
fhet vessels hnllt la the United States tor for- 
eign acoonat and owoershln thsU not be al- 
lowed to engage In the coastwise trade of tha 
United State*.'' 

Now it may be fairly asked why, if 
the tariff is not a tax to be paid by tb s 
importer, but by the foreigner, the 
allowance of this rebate is of any ben- 
efit to the American ship-builder? Or, 
if tbe effect of the tariff tax is to re- 
duce the cost of every article em- 
braced in its provisions, where is any 
benefit to follow from tbe suspension 
of its operation? If it is said that 
these ore only a few articles, and con 
not be said to form a basis for on 
argument against a tariff which em- 
braces nearly four thousoud others, it 
must be remembered that Ok every 
article monufocturcHl from raw ma- 
terials imported from abroad, the law 
allows an almost similar rebate — thus 
giving the lie to both of the assertions 
of the tariff taxers to which referenoa 
as made. 

This is not on exceptional case- 
Every argument of tbe high-taxers is 
squally fallacious, when submited to 
tbe test of reason. —(Thioago Leodrr.

A society of young women of the 
well-to-do class has lately been formed 
in New York for the systematic study 
of the Constitution of ths United 
States and of the time and condition 
which led to its adoption. It is the 
purpose of those young women to leave 
the study of tiie customs, manners and 
institutions of foreign lands to those 
who arc ashamed of being Americans, 
while they, by special study, become 
acquainted with tha history and spirit 
of the system of government under 
which they live. 

These girls are not of the strong- 
minded variety. They have simply 
concluded that it is worth the while of 
American girls to know something 
about their own Government. As Iho 
schools in which they were educated 
did not furnish them the desired in- 
formation, they hare fallen back upon 
their only resource — that of self-cuh- 
ure in the desired direction. To this 
end they are holding private meetings 
for reading the best works they can 
find on the subject, and availing them- 
selves of the counsel of the best in- 
formed of their friends. Their course 
might well be imitated by all young 
Americans of both sexes. 

But what shall bo said of the system 
of education which renders it neces^ 
sary for fairly educated young people 
of either sex to rely entirely upon 
their own exertions for a knowledge of 
what ought to be tbe very groundwork 
of every intelligent American's educa- 
tion* Is it not a shame that even 
native-born American people are de- 
pendant upon private association with 
those like-minded with themselves for 
an ooportunity to study intelligently 
the Constitution of the United States? 
Is the shame not all the greater in 
view of the millions of foreigners that 
are becoming American citizens with- 
out au opportunity of becoming Amer- 
icanized? 

The extent to which this ignorance 
of tbe American form of government 
prevails even among people who are 
considered well educated is appalling. 
The legal profession affords the only 
exception to this rule, and it is entire- 
ly safe to say that nine-tenths of tho 
law students learn little or nothing of 
the Constitution until they leave school 
and college and enter upon the course 
of study prescribed for admission into 
their future profession. Business 
men, teachers, physicians and preach- 
ers are well posted in nearly every 
thing but that which they should know 
most abouL and hence it comes to pass 
that the country ir overrun with a con- 
stantly increasing army of well-mean- 
ing cranks, male and female, who 
think the millenium may be ushered 
in by an act of (Jongress. 

Ever}’ child, native or foreign bom, 
should be taught in the school or col- 
lege it attends the principles upon 
which our Government rests. He should 
know just what Omgress may and may 
not do, the limits and scopa of the ex- 
ecutive and judicial powers granted by 
the Constitution, and, above all, he 
should learn that the Constitution was 
the result of years of striving toward 
a uuicn ol separate republics, and that 
it was a sacred compact, in the making 
of which each State, with many mis- 
giviugs at the time, surrendered some- 
thing for the general good. If all 
American citizens understood the 
almost insurmountable difficulties un- 
der which the Ckinstitution was framed 
and adopted, there would be less dis- 
position to violate its provisions or to 
treat them as of no importance. 

For the present no adequate public 
provision is made for the instruction 
of the young in the principles of tbe 
American system of governmenL and 
those who want to know something of 
it must do like the New York girls — 
teach themselves. Fortunately the 
multiplication of libraries and books 
makes this a comparatively easy task, 
if some way could be devised of mak- 
ing it fashionable. It has been the 
fashion of late to despise every thing 
American, but may it not be hoped that 
this movement of the New York girls 
means tbe inauguration of a healthy 
change? If societies for the study of 
the Constitution were organized in 
every neighborhood perhaps the edu- 
cators of the country would wake up 
to the fact that a knowledge of the 
form of government under which it 
lives is quite as important to an Amer- 
ican child os a knowledge of two or 
three dead languages. — Philadelphia 
Timea

BEETINO IN CH1CA8U. 

Upon his return from Chicago, 
Governor Buckner said of the 
Tariff League meeting : ‘‘The 
Chicago convention was a most 
enthusiastic and earnest one. 
Democrats were in attendance 
from every State from Massachu- 
setts to Nebraska, and every one 
seemed to be enthused with tbe 
objects of the League. There 
was no thought of a retreat from 
tbe principles as embodied in the 
last Democratic platform. The 
convention indors^ the Demo- 
cratic principles, and declared 
that taxes should be levied for 
revenue only. Everj' man in at- 
tendance was opposed to a pro- 
tective tariff, except one calculat- 
ed to meet the expenses of the 
Government, and that only. 

‘‘The convention is calculated 
to do much good to the cause of 
tariff reform. It has incited inter- 
est all along the line. A commit- 
tee was appointed to effect a per- 
manent organization, and another 
meeting will be held at the call 
of that committee. The purpose 
of organizing a bureau for the dis- 
tribution of suitable literature and 
to supply speakers, believing that 
the people are more open to calm, 
dispassionate debate and reason- 
ing now than they would be in 
the heat of a political campaign 
such as that of last fall. We in- 
tend to work thoroughly and sys- 
tematically, and will try by all 
honorable means to educate the 
people up to our ideas of tariff 
reform. The Tariff Reform League 
will establish branches iu every 
State iu the Union, and with 
hearty co-ojieratiou much good 
can be done during the next three 
or lour years. 

“All the speeches and discus- 
sions, some of them verj’ animat- 
ed, which I listened to in Chicago, 
showed that the sjieakers were 
thoroughly posted as to the ini- 
quitous workings of a protective 
tariff, and they were most earnest 
in their endeavors. I think the 
best and ablest speakers lieard at 
tlie convention were those made 
by the operating mechanics, think- 
ing men, who plainly show the 
evils and injustice of a protective 
tariii. Not a single delegate was 
there who was not bitterly oppos- 
ed to the present system of taxa- 
tion.”

In fact it is 
about as long a time as all his predecessors 
together held it W’e recall in the long 
i ago Sam Myers, who, if ne remember cor- 
rectly, was tlie first town marshal. He 
was followed, a* near as we can recall, 
by Billy Adair, A. J. Merthon, Ed Mc- 
Conahi, Wm. Simmons, Wm, Craig, H. 
G. Baxter, H. T. Baxter, Abner Oldham, 
Gut Eduards and C. K. Oldham. Inur- 
ing Capt. Feeny’t long year* of service 
was out for a few months, at which 
time Johx A. Merthon filled the place. 
Time* have chenged materially, since the 
town first began to have a marshal. In 
those old day* evil doers were not used 
to having Uie law enforced, and they 
made free to perpetrate infractions against 
the pease and dignity of the coinrnon- 
wealtii, that would now te rather risky.

We lecall tbe time when we began oiir 
newspaper career, that the people of Rich- 
mond and Madison county who read the 
best periodicals, or even periodical* at all, 
were excredingly few. But such is now 
not the case. Year by year tbe number 
who subscribe for magazines and other 
periodicals increases. Then only a few 
professional gentlemen and wealthy per- 
sons indulged in the luxury of literature. 
Now we find that all classes are becoming 
patrsns. Only the other day the keeper 
of a toll-gate subscribed for the North 
American Review. The keeper of a dairy 
took the Century, Scribner and the Amer- 
ican, while a man who breaks reck on a 
tupnpike at a small price -per day, reads 
LitteU’s Living Age, The London Cluar-, 
terly and other similar works. We re- 
call others which we might mention in 
evidence of our statement. This advance 
in the appreciation of good reading, is en- 
couraging in many ways not necessary 
here to mention. 

But we do not mean to say that all the 
people in Madison county are readers of 
even their county papers. It would be 
a.stonisliing if we were to tell you how 
many people there are in the county who 
do not read cither of the home papers, or 
any other jiapcrs or anything else. There 
arc, however, probably twice as many 
readers of newspapers now a* there were 
fifteen year* ago. We shall add that 
neither of the home paper* claims more 
than 1500 circulation, and it is safe to cal- 
culate that a great many people read both 
papers, so we can cay that the lists of 
the two papers embrace less than 2,000 
different names. Many copies go outside 
of the county, so the number of separate 
and distinct subscribers in the county 
would drop down into the vicinity of 1500. 

As five people are supposed to const! 
tute an average family, it is seen that not 
more than seven thousand, five hundred 
people in the county, embracing big, little, 
old and young, black and white, are 
reached by the county papers. A* there 
are more than 25,000 people in the county, 
it remains to be seen that at least the dis- 
tressingly large number of 17.500 people 
in Madison ^county do not read the county 
papers, or any other papers, and we 
might add, or anything else. We shall 
not say how many more ought to be added 
to this number. Thus, it may be observed 
that there is a vast field for improvement. 
But the readers are increasing in numbers, 
and as the county improves in roads and 
otherwise, new post-offices will be estab- 
lished and other facilities added for the 
distribution of newspapers, and the papers 
will never grow less anxious to extend in 
circulation, so the good time will yet come 
when a really reading people will be the 
result. 

We do not mean to convey the idea tliat 
the people of Madison county are les* in- 
telligent, or read lest than those of other 
counties in Kentucky or in the counties of 
other Stales east of the Mississippi. As 
a rule the people live in communities in 
which they were bom and reared, and 
they do not feel the necessity for reading 
that is felt by the people of the Wetlera 
and therefore newer country. Kentucky 
has less than two hundred newspapers, 
while Kansas has more than eight hun- 
dred.

Some days ago a suit was carried up 
to the United States Court, one party 
charging another with infringing on a 
patent for preventing “rip and tear in the 
crotch and seat o< drawers by means of 
re-enforcing.”

Wise was attorney for the defendant, and 
in Uie course of argument said : “It 
strikes me that a patent for a patch upon 
drawers designed to remedy the evils of 
rip and tear, to which they are liable in 
the crotch, ought never to have been 
granted, interferring as it must necessar- 
ily do, with tlie prerogatives of the house- 
wives ot the civilized world to patch the 
drawers of their husbands, fathers and 
sons freely in their own way, with no 
patentee to molest or make them afraid. 
It seems to me that this patent is the re- 
ducto ad absurdum of the patent system 
of the United States. It is impossible 
that the patch can be novel as to the sim- 
ple mater of strengthening the seams and 
material of the drawers in the immediate 
region of the crotch, for if drawers do 
continually give way there, it would be a 
reflection upon the housewives of ci.il iz 
ed society not to admit that for hundred* 
of years they have been patching garments 
and the forks thereof as the patent reads, 
by lapping the seams and re-enforcing 
the rent* in that region. As to the disorders 
of men’s drawers in and near the crotch, 
which have troubled housewives for cen 
turies, I do not think any person in our 
day can employ a patch for the purpose 
of preventing or curing them that can 
have any real novelty.” In arguing the 
cate, counsel for the patentee said the 
value of the drawers was so incraased by 
being “re enforced” that one pair was 
equal to two pair af the other kind. 
Among other amusing things said by Mr. 
Wise in reply, was that this eould not be I 
true, because it was well known every- 
where that “twiypairs” beats one, and 
this was only case where a “split” counted 
against the dealer.

noted local cliaruc'.ers, are oftsn of ’ 
more value lo a lu-Tspapjr than men ; 
capable of wrilin;; briUinnt and 1 ii;lily 
polished articles, who are comparative 
strangers in tho locality. A rciwrter 
must get all the news. If acquainted 
wiUi every thing an 1 every boily ia : 
town, he sratheri his itim-. and writes 
them up in a crude maniior, perhaps. ; 
but they contain tho one ]>uint of news 
wanted and the city editor revises Dio 
item to suit his fancy. Under thoao 
circumstances a young- man from tho ' 
country. uiiu.-ie'J to the ntmosphero and 
surmundiiigs of a city life, hm very ' 
small cham-es of becoming a reiKirter 
on a city iie.vsp.tper. and if ho should, 
his iimlUid acquaintance would prove 
a drawback which it would take years 
to overcome.

He has such au exalted idea of 
his own importance thet bo believes 
customers will continue to come to 
him witliout any particular induce- 
ment, and so he sits and “goes to 
siasd.” Young competitors over the 
way establish themselves, and by lib- 
eral and judicious advertising and 
moilerii spirit of push and energy they 
make tlieir stores attractive, they car- 
ry lines of fresh, fashionable and de- 
sirable goods, the}’ offer special induco- 
mciits to patrons, and one by one tho 
ciistonit.'rs of the old fogy merchant 
deseri him. 

Tile flies roost upon his coilings un- 
disturbed, and spiders weave their 
webs among his wares and across the 
dingy window-panes of his store-front. 
He never advertises, he regards it as 
a needless ex;>easo; he will not buy a 
fresh stock of goods until he disposes 
of the old stuff on hand, which, as tho 
years go by, grows mors and more un- 
desirable. l»y and by his expenses ex- 
coc-l his income. He does not go rock- 
loa-sfy into debt, he and his family 
must live somehow and the business 
must go on. 

If there is a deficit at the end of the 
year ho borrows a little and the inter- 
est accumulates, and at last he wakes 
up from a quiet snooze some morning 
to fiad that iho sheriff has c|uietly 
Uikcn possession of his chattels and 
that he has “gone to seed” fiom a lack 
of energy and legitimate business eu- 
terprlso.

1. It required 13.80 pounds of skim 
milk to produce one pound of pork 
when fed with corn-meal in raUo 1 1-7 
to fattening hogs. 

2. Skim-milk could not be econom- 
ically fed to fattening hogs unless it 
was a waste product which could not 
be otherwise utilized. 

5. It required on an average 4^ 
pounds of shelled corn to produce one 
pound of pork during :in average period 
of four weeks, or one bushel pn^uced 
13F pounds. 

4. It required 4} pounds of corn 
meal to produce ono pound of pork, or 
one bushel of com made into meal and 
fed dry produced 12] pounds of pork. 

6. When fed dry shelled com Is 
more economical thau com meal to 
feed to fattening bogs.

Tho first thing that slrik-?s tho visitor 
lo Japan is tho exceedingly civility of 
every body, custom-house officers in- 
cluded. Cheerfulness, good temper 
and poiiteness aro universal. I'he 
mothers smile, the children chatter 
without quarreling in the streets, and 
it is a pleasure to a atch the ordinary 
work-people as they meet and go 
thrC'Ugh the prescribed etiquette of 
bowing and shaking hands with each 
otlier. Differences over tho carriage 
of your person and effects — if they 
exist — are speedily settled without the 
use of bad language aud angry oaths, 
and in loss time than it lakes 
write, the traveler and his bag- 
gage aro put into “jinrlkishas” (or 
light carriages drawn by ono or 
more men scantily dressed, with funny 
white hats shaped like mushrooms), 
aud arc trotted off to the Grand Hotel, 
famous for its English comfort and 
French cuisino. These "jinrikishas,” 
or man-power carriages, deserve a 
word or two in passing. Of modem 
invention, they have been Improvised 
to supply the want of horses and flys, 
and it is marvelous to see what power 
of endurance and capacity for toil is to 
bo found amongst tho litDe broad- 
shouldered coolies who draw them. It 
is quite a common thing for them to 
keep up a good steady pace of six or 
seven miles an hour, on a diet of rice, 
fish or tea, for as many hours in the 
day, and all this fer the scanty wage 
of a little over two cents a mile. 
These are stubborn facts, which, 
by comparison, make ono tremble 
for the future of the English working 
classes, unless they make up their 
minds to gird themselves up for tho 
coming struggle. The bitter cry of 
employers at home increases yearly 
with the increasing dislike of the ris- 
ing generation to bard manual labor. 
Throughout Europe and Asia Is the 
samo story — Germans and Japanese 
beat us with our own weapons, because 
they work harder, lunger and for less 
wages. It was not always so: but edu- 
cation has softeneil us, and pbilan- 
thi-opy, with the best intentions, is 
doing all It can to destroy the sturdy 
feeling of self-dependence, once the 
pride of tho British workman. 

In Japan man certninly “wants but 
little here below.” With cotton clothes, 
a diet of rice and fish, and a house of 
wattle and daub, domestic bills are not 
higl). All ordin;iry oouile or laborer in 
the fields i.s content with half a dollar 
a week. A clerk in a guvernmont of- 
fice is well paid with a year, and 
a Cabinet Minister iviiii 15.000. The 
so-called necessities of life iu all classes 
are at least one-ltird of what they 
would I'o in the United States, or in 
Europe. 

Tlie street and reads in and about 
the capital are gcod. dean, fairly 
lighted and admirably policed, and tho 
railroad of eighteen miles to Tokio — 
built, like oil the railroads of the coun- 
try. after tho English model — leaves 
little to be desired. The capital itself 
extends over a large area, and is said 
to contain a million inhabitants. Tho 
area it covers is enormous, embracing 
os it does numerous temples surround- 
ed by groves of evergreen trees, and 
parks laid out in European fashion.— 
Nineteenth Century. 



SCIENCE AND INDUSTRY* 

—Edison claims that gasoline Is an 
absolutely sure preventive of yellow 
fever. He has experimented with it, 
and says that organic germs ca'a not 
withstand it 

— A German patent has been issued 
for the preparation of wood fibre for 
apinning. The fiber ia separated la 
the first place by Littiag in a sulphur- 
ous acid or bisulphite solution, and the 
filters are drietl and softened in water 
aad subjected to sundry mechanical 
operations. Strong fabrics are mode 
from the product. 

— Quill tooth-picks como largely 
from France, which possesses tho 
largest factory in the world. This 
factory, which Is located near Paris, 
was originally startel to make quill 
pens; but when those went out of uso, 
the proprietor turned it into a tooth- 
pick mill, the present annual output of 
which is 2U,000.000 quills. 

— A new glass recently invented in 
Sweden is said to be capable, when 
made into lens for a microscope, of 
“enabling us to distinguish the 204.- 
70i),000th part of an inch.” It is also 
said that thc:-c is a great promise of 
.tho glass producing wonderfully power- 
ful telescope lenses, and a new depar- 
ture in astronomy. 

— Further investigation upon the 
solar spectrum are thought to prove 
the presence of the metal platinum in 
the sun's atmosphere, though no linoe 
corre-sponding to that element have 
hitherto bouii observed. Additional 
evidence bos also been found of the 
presence of cadmium, bismuth, and 
silver, which have always been con- 
sidered doubtful; while the presence of 
lead, tin. {mtassium, lithium, and tho 
cerium group, is not confirmed. 

— Firing is only done properly when 
the fuel is consumed In the best possi- 
ble way— that is, wheo no more is 
burned than ia necessary to produce 
the amount of steam required, and to 
keep the pressure uniform. To obtain 
this end, complete combustion must be 
obtained in the furnace, and this ia go- 
ing on when the fuel is burning with a 
bright flame evenly all over the grate. 
Blue flames, dark spots and smoke aro 
evidences of incomp'.eto combustion, 
due to lack of air. 

An interesting development in pho- 
tography is the use of clockwork in 
printing from negatives. By this 
means, a continuous web of sensitized 
paper is drawn at suitable intervals 
under a negative exposed to a source 
of light. After prlotiug, the paper is 
drawn, still by the mecbaolsm. through 
“washer,” "toner” and “fixer" suc- 
cessively, and appears Qnal*y os a 
series of finished pictures, ready for 
mounting, nnd all alike in exposure, 
color and tone. 

— Rapidity of execution, not fine 
work, is the dwtingulshing feature of 
all American handicraft. American 
carpenters aad wood-workers do more 
good work in a given time than any of 
thoir brothers of other lands, but it 
does not have the faultless neatness of 
the product of Chinese aud French 
artisans. The Chinese, for instance, 
make chairs, cabinets and even houses 
witnout the u.so of a single nail, and 
every piece of wood is fitted to its 
place with hair-line exoctnes.s. It is 
not considered ex'raordinary in China 
to 8i>end three years in tho construc- 
Don of a single beadstead.

“I would not go back to America 
again with all the worries of house- 
keeping for the world,” I heard a lady 
say, while her companion, fresh from 
the worries of American housekeep- 
ing, was ready to tal:e them again, and 
would not stay here for all tho world. 
And so opinions differ. But of the two 
I think the Parisian housekeeper has 
the best 01 ID with better servants, 
smaller wages, aud so many trouble- 
some things done outside — no washing 
or ironing, for this is done by tho 
blanchisseuse, ^tod no bread-making, 
for the bakers furnish all that, and of 
au cxcelcnt kind, too, although so hard 
that more than Gladstone's “thirty- 
throe” chews are necessary to it 
mastication — fifty, at least, ai-e req- 
uisite. for I have tried it. 

There is also less expected from the 
outside world in tho shape of enter- 
tainmeuD excepD of course, on some 
especial occasions. Bread and butter 
and a cup of delicious tea, with straw- 
berries and cream, was the menu one 
summer afternoon at the house of a 
Countess who lived in a palace, and 
this was served in the gardens with as 
little formality as possible. 

Nearly all the first-class hotels and 
pensions in Phrls ara good, and, with 
a few exceptions, reasonable in their 
charges, while of restaurants there are 
legions, with price} varying from 25 
cents for dinner to $12 to a roast 
chicken and $5 for a lunch — sums act- 
ually charged, ! have been told, at 
one restaurant, where the waiters are 
required to pay SO francs for the privi- 
lege of serving there, they, of course, 
depending upon gratuiDes for their 
pay. 

Of student and artist life here I 
should like to write something, but 
space forbids, and I must close by say- 
ipg of Paris that it is tho city of ail 
others where 1 should choose to live 
if my life bad to he spent upon this 
side of the Atlantic. — Mary J. Holmes’

PONDEROUS MACHINERY. 

Mad* for Work m Cael*

Every year Die machinery in the 
Iron mUls at PitUburgh, Pa., is being 
nuule more ponderous. The necessity 
for this lies in the demand for immense 
eastings. Every thing U growing larger 
than in former times, ^•hipe are big- 
ger, locomotives are more powerful, 
iron-front buildings aro higher, and 
agricultural implements arc vastly 
larger. The development of mill ap- 
paratus to meet this increase has been 
gradual, but within tho last two years . 
a wonderful impetus has been given j 
tho forward movement by tho building ' 
of tho n w w.ir vessels for the United . 
States navy. j 

Andrew Carnegie hs} just completed ■ 
the building of a mill at Braddock, ono 
of the suburbs of Pittsburgh, expressly ^ 
intended for the manufacture of this 
government work. There is not a 
single bit of apparatus in it but what is 
tho largest of its kind in the world. 
The shears, which snap a bar of iron 
in two as though it were tissue paoer. 
exceeds any thing in size that has ever 
been known by the sons of Vulcan. The 
lathes ore greater. Die roils are longer 
and heavier than any thing the remain- 
der of the country can show, and oven 
the steam boilers are the largest ever 
made by the hand of man. in the Black 
Diamond steel works. Thirtieth street, 
Pittsburgh, there is the largest steam- 
hammti? in the United States. Tho 
blow of fifty tons, which it strikes 
every second of time that it is in opera- 
tion, shakes the earth for two squares 
around the mill. Yet it is so easily 
controlled, and so nicely adjusted, that 
the hammer-man has placed on tho 
anvil block beneath it a dolic.ato wine 
glass containing an egg and, turning 
on the steam full force, would let tho 
ponderous weight above fail until at a 
certain dLstano. and then shut the 
steam off. In this way the hammer 
has been kept for several minutes 
gently tapping the gl.tss and egg with- 
out breaking them. 

But DOW the (toverament itself is 
going to throw all these marvelous 
achievements in the background by the 
improvements at the navy yard in 
Washington City. They will transform 
that quiet place into the most power- 
ful workshop in the universe. Fur in- 
stance. there was not found in the mills ; 
and foundries of the whole United j 
States “trave’ing cranes” big enough j 
to move about tho immense casting.} and ' 
wrought iron parts of large cannon* j 
which the war and navy departments j 
have projected. These cranes are very j 
familiar objects in the j'ards of iron j 
mills everywhere. They ar-3 simply a i 
block aud tackle arrangement so fixed | 
upon a steam-car that t'aey will pick 1 
up a heavy piece of metal and rush off | 
speedily to any part of the building ] 
with it. Tho largest of these •'travel- 
ers" in P Usburgh will carry a burden 
of thirty tons with safety to the ropes 
and rigging. la tho Midvalo steel 
works, Pennsly vania, a traveling 
crone of twenty-six tons capacity 
has been erected to facilit.nte the 
handling of castings for the new 1 
war ships. These are now the two 
largest apparatus of the kind in tho 
country. But work will soon be com- | 
menirod on a traveling crane for the 
Washington navy yard which will have 
a carrying rapacity of 110 tons. This 
Is intended fo- use in the manufacture 
of a 110-ton gun. which, when finished, 
will be the largest in the coast defense 
of tho United States. To “turn” this 
wonderful cannon a lathe is now being 
made which will surpass all other 
lathes in size. The machine will have 
to be 120 feet long and will have a 
•'tread" of nine feet. The gun itaell 
will be fifty feet long and to turn and 
bore it the lathe will of course be re- 
quired to be double that length. 

All tho tools and m.ochinery to make 
this big cannon are being made pur- 
posely for the job, so large and strong 
must they be. The contract for de- j 
livery of tho necessary steel forging | 
has been concluded with the Bethlehem I 
steel works of easteru Pennsylvania. | 
But before that company could make < 
the forgings they had to erect a new ! 
plant large enough for the big sizes. 
The 110-ton gun will be of 13-liich 
caliber, will require a charge of l.OOC 
pounds of powder, and will throw a 
projectile weighing 2,<X)0 pounds. To 
even make these projectile.} will neces- 
sitate larger machinery in that line 
than Is now in existence. Then, to 
transport the gun fin.alty over the dif- 
ferent lines of a railroad (if the oce.m 
route is not taken), would require 
stronger iron bridges than are now in 
use. So the work of enlargement goes 
on almost indefinitely . — FUtsburgh Cor, 
Cleveland Plain Dealer.

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YELLOW FEVER MICROBES. 



TImj Are ao Haaall Thwt Hlltloiaa Cm 
kablt m Drop ef BlooA. 

A yellow fever microbe has the ap- 
pearance of three joints of sugar-cane. 
I got them from Washington in a glass 
tube, that somewhat resombled a 
gourd. The tiny microbes ore placed 
In the big end, but by looking at it 
you could never tell that there was 
any thing but air in it. The small end 
ia sealed up. and the microbes ore in 
there, though apparently dead. Some 
microbes live in such places for twenty 
years. . 

We will suppose, now. that we want 
to look at some of them under the 
microscope. Upon the little glass slide 
we put a drop of gelatine, of the oon- 
sistency that will not run. We take a 
cambric needle, and after boating it to 
destroy all microbes that may be in the 
air, we quickly break the seal of tho 
glass tube and insert the needle, draw- 
ing it out quickly aud resealing the 
neck of the tube. 

We insert tho needle into the drop 
of gelatine ou the slide, and quickly 
put on the little cover to shut such 
germs or microbos that may be float- 
ing about in the air. Then we place 
the slide under the microscope. In 
forty-five minutes the microbes have 
fully aroused from their Rip Van 
Winkle sleep, and now you see what 
curious things they ore. As I said be- 
fore, they resemble three joints of 
sugar cone, but the joints are not 
straight, but at opposite angles. 

Take this fellow, for instance, and 
you see a joint drops off. leaving them 
with two joints. Presently another 
joint joins onto the dropped joint, and 
by this time a third joint impeors on 
Nol 1. Now, look at No. 2 and there ia 
a third joint. Now a joint drops from 
No. 1, and by the time it gains another 
joint No. 2 drops a jerint, and this, with 
the joint from No. 2 join together and 
there is microbe No. 4. Another joint 
grows on Nos. 1 and 2. and one drops 
from No. 3, and those joining together 
make mlcrubo No. 4. and so they go, 
unDl the little drop of gelatine is a 
working, seething moss of microbes. 
Now, these microU^s ore in the blood 



of a yellow fever j^ient. and there’s 
where they live. 'They get Into a blood 



where they live. 'They get Into a blood 
corpuscle and eat out all the red part, 
oa a darkey eats out the red moot of a 
watermelon, and the blood is then a 
drop of a clear fluid. 

To give you ao idea of how many 
coo crowd Into a corpuscle of blood, let 
me say that it takes 3.200 corpuscles 
strung together to mako on Inch. Well, 
you can string just 150.000 miorobea 
acroM the diameter of one corpuscle, 
ooDsequoatly you can guest billions 
after billions of microbes ia a drop of 
blood. Tho theoi^ is that those mi- 
crobes eat up one’s blood so rapidly as 
totske it all away from him In a very 
short time. Seme men can stand th« 
letting of more blood than others, osd 
eonsequoutly some men recover from 
yellow fever.— .VneoH (Oa. ) TeUg aph.
